The day has gone by when the murmurs and
discontent of the French people can be quisted
by suoh an expedient as gilding the dome of
the Invalides. The Exposition of last year was
s failare for all the purposes for which the
Emperor designed it, The people refaseto be
amused while they have 2o much to complain
of, and it looks as if the attempt to recon-
cile Cwaarism and the oivilization of the nine-
teenth century was likely to prove a gigantio
failare.

The revolution in Spain has served to re.
kindle the firea of liberty in Franoe; the

murmurs of discontent grow londer every |

day, and that these murmuora are ominons of
A comiog storm, which may barst at any
mement, onr knowledge of the French people
and the history’of FPrench revolntions makss
sufficlently evident. The Emperor has man-
aged to array against himeell the beat and
mo#t influsntial wen of the nation, while he
has failed to secure that personal popalarity
with the masses which would be some assur-
anoe of the success of his polioy.
not dare to permit a eriticiam of his policy by
the preas, and yei he cannot altogether sup-
press the mnewspapers and prevent editora
from mentioning uwnpleasant things in an
unpleasant way.

onlt to see how the affair oan prodnes any
other effect than to intensify the exocltoment
that already exists and to make the Emparor
wore unpopular than ever.
down the newspapers with a stroong hand aod
mike them solely snbservient to his interests
is at least doubtful, and the conviction and
punishment of the offending editors will

scaroel prevent others from follow-
ing their example. A contest witl
tke mewspapers was the prelude to

the revolution which drove Lounis Philippe
from the throne of France, and now Napoluon
is treadiog in the footsteps of his predecessor,
unmindful of bLis example. If wa thonght
thst the overtbrow of the Empire would per-
manently benefit the French prople, we might
hope for snch a result from the present cou-
test between tyranny and free spesch; but
French revolotions in the past have proved
but questionable remedies for existing evils, and
whether the despotism of the Sscond Empirs
would be sucoeeded by anything better is so

extremely donbtful that we oan scarcely wish |

to gea the experiment tried. The Empearor's
present course, however, i8 having the eiluct
of upiting all the elements of the opposition,
aud in copsideration of the strong feeling
againgt him, his quarrelwith the editors is im-

olitiv and unfortuoate for himself and for his
Eupu ol being succseded on the throne by his
g0D.

Presidential Compensation,
Tue expediency of increasiog the salary of the
President of the United States is a question
which is not now for the frst time mooted,
The rate of $26 000 per annum, we belleve,
was fixed by the first Congress under the Con-
stitation, at the suggestion of Washington,
whe deemed it quite suflicient to meot all the
demands made upon his hoapitality and dig:
nity as the head of the nation. Binos the days
of Washington, however, the Presidency of
the United States has rigen from the Chlef
Magistraoy of a peity repnblio to that of one
of the great powers of the earth, surpasged
in extent of consolidated territory by Russia
and China alone, and rivalling in population
Gireat Britain, France, and the Norih German
Confedergtion. With the wonderful increase
in the territory and population over which his
rule {8 extended, there has been a correspond-
ing ipcresase in the duties inonmbent upon

him, in the state which be 18 obliged, in com- |

mon decenoy, to maintaln, and in the hospi-
tality whioh is demanded st his hands, As
time parsed. Congress perceived that the com-
pensation which had been fixed at the flrst
pession was inadequate to the position, and
henoce it has from time to time granted certain
appropriations for specific purposes, so that
the momioal salary of §25 000 s at present
goarcely half the entire sum which i3 contri-
buted by the people towards the malntensnce
of the Presidential honsehold.

For this reason, and for this reason
slone, do we oppose the movefient; and we
trust that the Republioan leadera in both
houses will have the common decenoy to do go
on the same grounds.

Yet Corgresy oan eéven now take action on
the matter of & prospective oharaoter, The
Constitution provides that the compensation
of the President “‘shall neither be inorsased
nor diminished during the period for whioh he
shall have been elected.”” This reuders it
necessary for the Fortisth Congress, at its ap-
proaching eesgion, to provide for the Inoreass,
if it be doxe in time to affect the exchequur of
General Graot. It also renders it neowssary
that Congress shounld determine the quastion
during General Grant's term of office, if it is
to aflect his successor. Althongh we hope to
hear nothing of that visionary individasl for
at least three yeara to come, it is not too soon
to take action on the matter of his pay. In-
deed, no mement for 8o doing conld be mors
opporiune. The precise polioy of General
Girant is yet a matter of specnlation; the
future ifsues which are to divide the country
are even more undetermined. Thersefore, at
a time when a degire to compliment
the Coming Man, or to conrt his favor, can-
not possibly affect the question, it wonld seem
to us to be eminently proper that Congress
| #honld take tLe matter in hand, and place tha

compensation of tha President at A rate which
is commensurate with justice and neosagity.
